A Reign of Force and Arms at Elisabeth- 
town. 
Boangville (Ind.) Journal. 
From a gentleman who returned yesterday 
from a trip in Southern Lilinois, a /ournal re- 


porter gathered a few particulars regarding a 
serious state of-affairs at the little village of 
Elizabethtown, III., back of Cave-in-Rock, and 
not far from Shawneetown.

It ye been charged by Odem’s friends that as 
the apprvached, Belt became desperate, 
and failing in attem to induce the witnesses 
to leave peacefully, to use force.

Vigil- 
ants,” provided with tguns and rifles, sent 
warning notes to the Witnesses, ordering them 
to leave on pain of death.

As a matter of fact, reported by the Treas- 
urer of the South Park Board and confirmed 
by the Commissioners, the Board has less 
than $300,000 on hand, all told, which, with 
the sccretion from tax-collections in the 
meantime, will barely suffice to meet the ob- 
ligations of the Board which mature July 1. 
The whole amount of money éxpended on 
Western avenue boulevard is less than 
$50,000, and 82 per cent of that amount, as 
well as the same proportion of all expendi- 
tures for the improvement and maintenance 
of South Park and its boulevards, is contrib- 
uted by taxes levied in the South Division of 
the city. Hence Mr. Cuttzrron was totally 
misinformed in regard to the Western ave- 
nue case, and had no warrant for concluding 
that the South Park Board would first col- 
lect the money from Michigan avenue prop- 
erty-owners to improve the street and then 
neglect to make the improvement. 

The assertion that the West Division will 
be unfairly taxed to pay a proportion of the 
city’s cost for improving the intersections, 
was an exhibition of very small sectional 
meanness. Doesn't Ald. Cu1ttzsTrox know 
that one-half of all. the city taxes 
is paid by the South Division, while 
the West Division pays only about 
two-sixths, and the North Division about 
one-sixth? But, as the West Division has 
more than one-half of the entire population, 
it naturally draws considerably more from 
the General Tax-Fund than it contributes 
thereto. To every police-station, enginoc- 
house, and school-house, and for every inter- 
section of pavement, every foot of sewerage, 
and every extension of water-pipe in the West 
Division,—in one word, for all the benefits 
of Oity Government enjoyed by the West 
Division,—the taxpayers of the South Divis- 
ion contribute nearly twice as much as the 
actual beneficiaries thereof in the West Di- 
vision. Isn't it rather low, under these cir- 
cumstances, for any West Side Alderman to 
object to the Michigan avenue boulevard, 
because a very small proportion of the cost 
of paving the intersections may fall upon 
the tazpayers of the West Division? 

If Ald. Outizeton made his objections to 
this scheme in good faith last Monday night, 
and if the West Side Aldermen voted with 
him im good faith, they will withdraw their 
opposition now that its injustice has been so 
clearly set forth, But if this opposition was 
founded in sectional spite rather than upon 
misinformation, which we are not yet willing 
to believe, the fact will appear from a con- 
tinuation of such opposition in spite of its 
demonstrated injustice.

THE STRIKE AT FALL RIVER. 

The spinners employed at Fall River, Muss., 
have given notice to the print-cotton mill- 
owners of that city that on and after June 26 
they will suspend work unless there be an 
advance of 15 per cent in the wages now 
paid them. The strike of the ‘spinners in- 
volves the suapension of work by all other 
persons employed in the mills, the whole 
body thus to be deprived of work numbering 
from 12,000 to 15,000 persons, The facts 
leading to this proposed gtrike may be briefly 
stated as follows: 

Prior to April, 1878, the print-cotton manu- 
facturers at Fall River had been carrying on 
business at what proved to have been a loss. 
The result was that a number of mills were 
forced into bankruptcy, their debts consum- 
ing all their eapital and property, and these 
mills are now operated by their creditors.

The state of the market is favorable te us, for 
at the present time there are only 660, 000 pieces 
of print cloths on hand, while at the 
ing period last year there were 1, 044,000 pieces. 
Cloth was selling at that time for 3% cents per 
yaid, while at the present time 4% cents per yard 
is being asked for the kind. The export 
trade continues on the increase, aud the time 
never looked more opportune than the present for 
backing up the justice of opr demand by united 
and determined action.“ 

That the export trade has increased ig due 
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great has been the profit; and will the ro- 
storation of the 15 per cént, or any portion 


of it, leave the employers any profit, and

purpose be to force the return of wages, 
whether the employers can afford to do so or 
not, then there should be no difficulty in 
reaching an intelligent and rational oonelu- 
sion ud to What would be a fair and reason- 
able rate of wages. 

The pay-rolls of these print-cloth mills 
now foot up $310,000 a month, That is the 
sum paid directly to the operatives; but the 
loss will not be confined to the mere opera- 
tives employed, but will extend to almost 
every person engaged in any kind of busi- 
ness in that city. ‘It will not reduce the 
cost of living, or the daily expenditures for 
the support of the families of all involved ; 
all these experiditures must go on, and be 
represented by debt to be paid out of future 
earnings. But in the meantime this amount 
of monthly wagea will cease. 

It is an indisputable fact that the owners 
of the print-cloth mills will not advance the 
wages, unless they can afford to do so; the 
experiment of running the mills at a loss has 
been too recent aud too costly to be repeated. 
Why not, then, before there is an appeal to 
foros, before resort to a bitter and disas- 
trous war,—try reason, and have an intelli- 
gent and comprehensive examination of the 
facts ? Better do that before than after a three 
months’ loss of wages and a three months’ sus- 
pension of work. Is not reason better than 
brute force” in the examination of a mere 
matter of dollars and cents? Is it not better to 
try to reach a satisfactory conclusion of what 
is just and equitable before expending and 
wasting a million or more of dollars than 
being compelled to have such arrangement 
after the money has been irrecoverably lost ? 

It will be well for the workmen in Chicago 
and the Northwest who may be contemplat- 
ing a strike for eight hours as the measure 
of a days work to exercise not only the pru- 
dent course of counting the cost, but of try- 
ing the policy of reason, of argument, and 
of aseertaining facts before resorting to force 
or civil war. No employer will ever refuse 
just and equitable wages when it is profite- 
ble to him to pay them. Whenever an em- 
ployer can make a profit on labor, he will 
not only pay the wages, but also increase 
the number of his workmen ; the increase in 
the number employed increases the wages af 


labor in eccordanéé with the law of demand. 


But when labor ceases to be profitable, 
whether from the rate of wages or other- 
wise, then employers will not engage it, 
finding it a less loss to stop production than 
to produce ata loss. A careful, candid in- 
vestigation of the facts by an amicable arbi- 
tration on the part of employers and em- 
ployed is the rational mode of proceeding, 
rather than a senseless, idiotic resort toforce. 
The exercise of a little reason is eheaper and 
more satisfactory in the end than blows, fol- 
owed by the consequences, and then a resort 
to conciliation and arbitration.

The consideration of the canon was cut short 
early in the afternoon session by Mr. Winslow, 
oi Racine, who iptroduced a resolution referring 
all drafts of canons that had been submitted to 
the Bishop and committee of fourteen to be ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, with imstruciions to re- 
port at next annual Council. An acrimoni 
ous debate fullowed, in which lay delegates as 
sailed Bishop Welles and his adherents uomerci 
fully. Nevertheless the resolution prevailed, 
and the fight over the Cathedral-Chapter question 
ended. Council shortly thereafter adjourn- 
ed sine die. 

This evening a beautiful memorial service to 
the late Dr. De Koven was held at the Cathedral.

MISUSED INDIANS. 
TOO MANY USELESS REMOVALS. 

Lieut.-Col. Hatch, of the Fourth Cavalry, in 
command at Santa Fe, has returned trom a visit 
to Fort Sill, and reports to military headquarters 
regarding the treatment of the Cheyennes in 
removing their Agency to the extreme corner of 
their reservation on the Washita River. This is 
to be done on the recommendation of Indian- 
Agent Haworth, who, Col. Hatch charges, has 
private reasons tor the change, and Chief-Clerk 
Galpin, of the Indian Bureau, who is supposedly 
ignorant of the facts. Col. Hatch characterizes 
this constantly changing policy of the Indian 
Department as ruinous to the Indians in their 
struggies after civilization. He calls attention 
to the fact that the red men are 

and not an agricultural 

ple. He complains that no 

stock, but, on the contrary, the policy has been 

to drive them together on small tracts and in 
comparatively crowded reservations. 

A conference was held June 9, at which there 
were present Lieut.-Col. Hatch and Lieut. Shoe- 
maker, Fourth Cavalry; Capt. Lee, Tenth Cav- 
alry; Lieut. Lossiter, Sixteenth Infantry; and 
two representative Comanche Chiefs, Horse- 
back and Tabinamia. Horseback, in the course 
of a long interview, said: 

ein 1868 Gen. Sheridan brought the Indians 
from the Washita to this place, and they were 
told by Gen. Hazen and Agent Boone that this 
was to be their home. Now we hear talk about 
our going back to Washita, and the Comanches 
all wonder at it. We object to going back, for we 
have a good many piaces broken up and with 
good fences. The land is soft and well cultivat- 
ea, and we have some houses. If we go back 
to Wasbita we must commence our farms all 
over, and make more rails for fences, and the 
timber for rails is not found on the south side 
of the river. If we go there with our families 
and cattle we will be close to the Wichitas, our 
cattle will get mixed, and some killed. This 
will lead to constant trouble between our tribes, 
Some of the Kiowas and A bave gone 
there, and there has been trouble, their hogs 
and cattle having been killed. The people there 
say that our country is about the mountains. 
If the Agency. is removed to Washita 
it wil be a inconvenience. to 
us, for we ourselves will not go there. We 
have been given this country, we have been 
Grogained, Hass the Agtody should be in the cen- 
tre of it. I am not ng for myself, but for 
all the Comanches. think as 1 do, ex- 
cept it may be some bad men who want to get 
away from the troops, or who have some private 
reasons. We like to talk with the commanding 
officer, bat when the Agent bears ithe finds 
fault, and says that we mast talk with bim and 
not with the officers. We think they shoula 
work together.” 

Tabinamia reiterated these sentiments, and 
said that the lands on the Washita were not 
ee for cattle. When the northers come they 

rive the cattle into the mountains, and the 
are lost, whereas on the other side o the moun 
ains that is not the case.

dear sweeo of the white population from out 
the entire settled districts of the Northwest. 
Settlers tive in constant fear of the savages; 
and along the Missouri River, from Fort Buford 
west, the lonely frontlerswan trembles all the 

— — U he sleeps at all, 
with his cocked rifle by his side. Men who have 
red for years iu the wil@er parts of Montana 
grow more and more timal day by dav, fearful 
of leaving settlements and going penniless 

mo the world, spd yet afraid to stay 
here they are, lest a resGess Unca-pa-pa find 
his way to their shacks (log-buts), and leave 
them there dead among the ruing of all they 
possess. Down through Dakota the feeling is 
almost as strorg; and even in towns the 
possibilities of an Indian ont are daily 
canvassed, avd the probabilities of escape anx- 
jously discussed. Army-officers stationed along 
the Missouri talk the prospects over, as I have 
written you before, and look to the end with 
more than ordinary gravity. Im fact, at the 
date of my last letter, an Indian war for sum- 
mer-pastime was regarded as existing among 
the more aristocratic of certainties. 

Now, this state of affairs bas been | 

BROUGHT ABOUT BY RUNNERS, . 
who seek the Agencies and impart to the peace- 
‘fal Indians prodigious steries of coming con- 
Het These Indians in turn maguify the 
stories to the Agents, who fix it upa little for 
pewspaper-men and the Central Government; 
and that comes back to the frontiersman, who 
reloads his rifle and puts on a fresh suit of ague. 
Inthe meantime the runder hag been well fea 
for bis information, and supplied with cartridges 
and tobacco; and is ready to propel to the next 
Agency with an even more gaudily-colored tale 
than be told at the last. It is charscteristic of 
ap Indian to exaggerate his importance; and it 

ts his soul to have his whiter brethren re- 
gard him and his yarns as something more than 
ordinarily remarkabie. Besides that, more or 
jess contact with the whites has civilized him up 


to the standard of the most gifted liar in the 


States; and, being blessed with a long and wide 
employs his fancy and faeflity of expression to 
fill his empty belly. There is another element 
in his character. It is u perfect circus to him to 
scare a white man. He will employ any means 
to turn the pale tace still more pallid: and his 
bowels roll with delight as he raises, with prog- 
nostications of war, the hair he dare not raise 
with a knife. All these things have conspired 
to start him out with bis proohecies of battle; 
und during the latter part of winter, and all 
the spring, he has bumped around with his 
startling narratives of horrors and horrors to 
come. a 
Ou the other hand, here, in their camp, one 
hears plenty of expressions of hatred for the 
Americans; but so far I have 
FAILED TO HEAR A LISP OF WAR. 
Sitting-Bull and Long-Dog, the Chiefs of the 
Unea-pa-pa Sioux, though among the most ava- 
ricions men oy the crust of the Earth, say that 
nothing could hire them to cross the line on the 
war-path. The Yanktons and the Agsiniboines 
(both Sioux) are on their reservations,—the for- 
erat Poplar Creek, and the latter at Wolf Point, 
both contented, and anxious for anything but 
sfight. The Unca-pa-pas are in Wood Mount- 
un, engaged in hunting buffalo, All three 
tribes are on terms of easy peace with each 
other; and the Agsiniboines and Yanktons dis- 
chm any ill-feeling toward the whites. This 
leaves Long-Dog and Sitting-Bull but 600 lodges, 
or 3.600 people; and, thdugh Long-Dog is 
vicious, be is afraid to risk a tussle with United 
Statestroops. As far as Sitting-Ball is cop- 
cerned, he is perfectly willing togo to Washing- 
ton and treat for permanent peace; only he is 
afraid that he would be killed et route by some 
loafer anxious for the ction that would 
succeed the act. r : 
Such is the present stthation ag it comes from 
the warriors. But there is another thing to be 
considered: The buffalo in the Northwest Terri- 
tory and in Montana are betoming wofully 
scarce. Among the Indians the price of robes 
is going ub. Traders, who used to get excellent 
aking for $1, are now paying from $2.50 to $5; 
end this results irom the difficulty of getting 
at the brates. As long as a redskin can secure 
plenty to eat, he is peacdul. When he is 
hungry, the blood squirts nent up into bis eyes.

the name they have given newspuaner-men since 
the powwow of two years ago, at which several 
correspondents were present. By the way, I 
bave learned the cause of that gigantic failure. 
The American Commissioners went at the thing 
as they would go at sawing clapboards. ‘They 
didn’t understand that the Indian moves aw- 
fully slowly, unless he is after whisky; and they 
shot their business at him as if it came out of a 
gun. Hada little more time been taken, and 
bad Sitting-Buli been , more grad- 
ually, the result micht have been different. The 
only way to get aredskin into a scheme is to 
talk it over with him until he can think of 
nothing else; and then be begins to look upon 
the thing as au established fact, and to prepare 
himself for the inevitable. I found this exem- 
plified ay in an effort to buy a toma- 
hawk. savage saw that { wanted it, and the 
price went up to $0. I reiused and left 
him. Later fn the day I had twelve tomahawks 
offered me at various prices, ranging from a gun 
($30) to.a bianket ($6). The news bad spread 
in the camp that I wanted a tomahawk. Spotted- 
Nostril at length sought me, and I promised to 
treat with him in the evening. At dark he 
came to my tent with the implement, which 
is an. 

INTERCONVERTIBLE SORT OF A WEAPON, 
comprising vive and batchet,—the former to 
smoke peacefully with a friend, and the latter to 
knock him in the bead with after the tobacco 
gives out. A fire was made outside the tepee, 
robes spread out, and a pipe or two smoked ia 
profound silence. Then he developed his tom- 
abawk, and wanted a horse ($35) for it. ishook 
my head, Another was smoked, and he 
came downtoagun. Not to make it too long, 
we smoked and dickered until my mouth was 
raw with his villainous tobacco, and I finally 

utred the trophy for eight pounds of sugar 
(32), which be ate on the spot, and we shook 
hands and separated. It took three bours and 
forty-five minutes to make the trade. Had 1 
gone right at bim, I would have busted the sale 
iu three minutes; but during the talk I kept the 
tomahawk in my band, acted as if it were mine, 
told him what i should do with it, aud all that 
sort of thing, until he became reconcilec, and I 
handed bim an order for the sugar, which he got 
at the trader’s store.

Wandering around through 
the camp one day, I was hailed bv Kill-Them-in- 
a-Hole, Who was once a big Chief, but who is 
now the boss fraua of the tribe. Mr. K. T. 
Hole pointed down the river and notified me 
that a steamboat was coming,—‘ a one-horned 
boat he remarked with infinite contempt,— 


‘for these fellows admire anything grand, and 


take no stock in a steamer unless it bas two 

. As the boat went past, Hole in- 
vited me into his lodge, where I bad the honor 
of shaking bands with several very dirty Cnie ſa, 
not one of Whom had anything on but a breech- 
elout and a blankét. I gave my friend Hole a 


cigar, which he lighted, smoked a moment, and

They 
are togenious in bead-work, and are valuable for 
the robes and skins they furnish; but to take 
them away from the lives they now live, and 
attempt to place them at any revised and im- 
proved work,—such as practicing law or ped- 
dling gewing-machines,—would be to insure 
disastrous failure upon the entbus‘ast who at- 
tem pts the Indian Co ap- 
pears to have :

Rock (Dakota) Agency a number of ‘casters 
with glass cruets and mustard-pot resplendent. 
These were for distribution,—the cruets first to 
de filled with vinegar, mustard, and pepper.

and gave him one. Instead of setting it in the 
middle ot his table, and using the condiments 
to fix up his soup, fish, boil, roast, fowi, salad, 
and dessert, the cussed savage ate his pemmican 
(pounded buffalo-meat) with the caster bung 
around his neck; and, when be, had finished his 
meal, ne broke off the top fora breastplate;

Some operators réport a bigger shipping de- 
mand for oats, chiefly by rail, than has been 
known at any previous time in the past five 
years. 

Our note of two days ago in regard to the 
inspection of wheat was decidedly not intended 


to convey the idea that any particular man or 


firm was being favored by any parties. We 
simply cited one case to show the magnitude of 
the evil complained of, and expressly disclaimed 
any indication of n l as to whether the In- 
spectors or the Committee of Appeais are right 
in the matter. This much may be said in favor 
of the Inspectors: the pressure on them is 
necessarily almost entirely in one direction,— 
that of lowering the grade; and they, as 
honest men, may fee) it to be their duty to re- 
sist that pressure. Grain going into store is 
never inspected too high to suit the receiver. 
He complains if it be rated lower than the hizh- 
est grade to which he thinks it entitled, but 
there is seldom any One outside the inspection 
force to complain if the Inspector err in the 
other direction in any particular case. The re- 
ceiver claims that the grain is better than it 
is rated, and after it has gone into 
store and been mixed up with other grain the 
shipper is apt to fiod fault that the mixture is 
not good enough. It is only right to note, on 
the other side, that the Committee of Appeals 
keep samples of all the grain on which their 
judgment is asked, and take the trouble to com- 
pare one lot wita another continually. They 
claim that they are endeavoring to decide on ex- 
actly the same basis as last year, and they do so 
by reference to last year’s samples, as well as to 
those of this year, All of this goes to show that 
the difficulty is an honest one, as it undoubtedly 
is; bat the facts In the case warrant the pressing 
home of our note of two days ago. 
The Inspectors ought to be informed more 
clearly than they now appear to be of 
the interpretation which the Committée places 
upon the rales for grading, and ought to be 
able to steer more closely to that interpretation 
than they now do. As the opinion of the Com- 
mittee is final, that opinion should be “ official- 
ly” understood and respected in the primary 
inspection of the grain. The only other way of 
lessening the evil is to change the personnel of 
the Committee. 

St. Louis was lower on wheat yesterday. 
That market has been quite weak recently, hay- 
ing declined about 10c per bu within a fort- 
nicht. The crop prospects in the section around 
St. Louis are too bright to favor strength in 
prices. Winter wheat for August was quoted 
at 980 there yesterday. We note that a large 
lot of new wheat to arrive from Kansas City 
within a short time was offered here yester- 
day, but no buyer was Teborted. 

Tue St. Louis @.-D. reports that Plant & Co. 
paid $1.20 per bu for a lot of New Madrid 
County wheat last Saturday. It was a very fine 
sample, as it ought to nave been to fetch that 
figure. 

The Toledo Produce Pzchange Market Report 
says: The conflict of opinion concerning the 
outcome of the growing winter-wheat, to which 
e have before referred, is not so easily settled. 
apparently. Chicago authorities continue to 
claim that it will turn out short of an average, 
and we can only respond that, so far as the West 
is concerned, excepting Kansas, our receivers of 
wheat here, through personal observation and 
the correspondence of agents and shippers, 
have formed impressions entirely opposite to 
that theory. 

The leading produce markets were rather ir- 
regular yesterday. Provisions were firmer 
under a much better demand, one party alone 
taking about 20,000 bris pork. Wheat was 
tame, but steadter on futures, with a lower 
range on spot; No. 8 was depressed by the news 
of lower markets for winter wheat in New York 
and St. Louis, and the intimation that inferior 
Corn was 
easier, futures declining Ne. while cash lots sold 
down e. Oats were somewhat better, with 
less doing for forward delivery, but a good de- 
mand for shipment. Rye was steady and barley 
little better than nominal, buyers and sellers 
being 8@44¢c apart in thetr views for Septe.nber 
delivery. 

Lake freights were rather quiet and steady, 
at about I& e for cern by sail to Buffalo. 
Through rates on do, TM, to New York and 
e to New England points. Rail rates were 
steady on the basis of 150 per 100 lbs to New 
York, with more new business doing. Through 
rates to Liverpool were quoted at e per 100 
lbs on meats, and do to Antwerp at 56}¢c. 

There was fair activityin the demand for 
staple and seasonable dry goods. Few buyers 
were present, but the ‘mail-order business was 
of generous proportions, and jobbers express 
satisfaction with the position of the market. 
The demand tor groceries was active and prices 
were firm and unchanged. Coffees and sugars 
continue to receive the most attention. Dried 
fruits remain quiet and most descriptions 
were quoted easy. There was fair ac- 
tivity among fish dealers. Prices were firm. 

The demand for good to fine grades of butter 
continues sufficiently @ctive to absorb the sup- 
ply, and, therefore, prices. remain firm. Prices 
of low and medium qualities still show some ir- 
regularity. Cheese was anochanged, ruling 
quiet and weak. There was a demand from 
manufacturers for leather, and the market was 
s.rong. Tobacco was quiet and nominaily 
steady. Oils, paints, and colors were quoted as 
before. Coal was steady. 

The shipments of lumber continue liberal, 
and the yard dealers report a satisfactory trade, 
so far as the quantity of lumber sold is concerned. 
Prices are irregular, and com mon green is weak 
under big receipts. The cargo sales were licht, 
the market being dull, and prices were lower, 
the decline being principally iu common stuff. 
Drugs and chemicals continue in fair request. 
Wool was active and steadier. The buyers 
were more inclined to hold ‘back, and 
dealers seem to think the excitement here and 
in the country will soon subside.

Age is 
bezinuing to tell on him, and bis formerly hand- 
some face has an over-worked, careworn look, 
while his heir is well silvered, He stands firm- 
ly on his legs, however, and is aggressively de-

great force and rapidity. Blame has a fine 
family growi up about him,—one of his sons 
being among the leading beaux here, while his 
eldest daughter is a recognized belle. 
BEN HILL, OF GEORGIa,

THE POPE ON THE MARRIAGE BILL. 

Ron. June 3.—The clerical papers publish a 
long letter addressed by Leo XIII. to the Arch- 
bishops and Bishops of the ecclesiastical prov- 
inces of Turin, Vercelli, and Genoa on the sub- 
ject of the bill recently passed in the Italian 
Parliament making the civil marriage ceremony 
obligatory before the religious rite under pains 


and penalties. The Pope protests in the strone- 


est terms, but in language remarkable for its 


calmness and complete freedom from forcible 
words against the State having anv right what- 
soever to interfere in matters connected with 


marriage. It is necessary, he says, to deny 
the fundamental principles of Christianity, 
and even the elementary ideas of 
national law, to afliirm that matrimony 
is a creation of the State and 
nothing more than a vulgar contract. The con- 
nubial union is not the work or invention of 
man. God Himself, the Supreme Author of 
Nature, from the beginning commanded by this 
union the propagation of the buman race, the 
constitution of the family. Wherefore matri- 
mony, in what concerns the substance and sanc- 
tity of the tie, is an act essentially sacred and 
relirious, the regulation of which naturally de- 
longs to the religious power, not by delegation 
of the State, but by mandate of the Divine 
Founder of Christianity and the Author of the 
Sacraments. Having enlarged upon this argu- 
went, the Pope affirms that the Church has 
been unjustly charged with acting in this 
matter in a way to injure the. preroga- 
tive of the State and its political 
authority. The Church intervenes solely 
to protect that which is under the empire of 
Divine lav. —that is to say, the sanctity of the 
tie and the religious observances proper to it. 
No one, however, be adds, dentes to the State 
that part which may belong to it for the tem- 
poral ordering of matrimony for the common 
good and for the regulation according to justice 
of the civil effects thereof, and be further states 
that the Church and clergy are unjustly blamed 
for that which is the natural effect of the insti- 
tution and of the religious convictions of the 
Italian people,—the infrequency, that is, of the 
civil celebration and the neglect of the legal 
uirements. The Pope argues, therefore, 
that the new law has been dictated rather by a 
desire to cause new tribulations to the Church 
and the clergy than by a wish to maintain order 
and social rectitude, and thie doubt is ipereased 
in his mind by observing that while a loophole 
is left for escave to the contracting parties, who 
are the principal. transgressors, the law iu- 
exorable against the priest. The law is @ re- 
prisal against the Church for condemning as 
iniquitous the civil law which disowns the re- 
ligious character of the sacrament. He prays 
God to spare him the anguish of seeing this 
new seed sownin the evangeiical vineyard: he 
instructs the Bishops not to desist’ from warp- 
ing the faithful that, except in the form estab- 
lished by God and the Church, there cannot be 
honesty or sanctity in the marriage tie; 
but at the same time, to prove 
the untruth of the cha brought 
against the Church that it is systematic- 
ally hostile to the civil regulations regarding 
marriage, hs says he has only to remind them 
of the saprent instructions by which the Church 
itself, after having placed in 147 integrity 
of the dogma and the dignity of the sacrament, 
permits the faithful to take the benefit of what- 
ever social advant such legisiation affords. 
These instructions, adds, are contained in 
many acts of the Apostolic See, and particu- 
larly in the brief of Benedict’ XTV. to the 
Bishops of Holland on the 17th of September, 
1746; in the brief of Pius VI. tothe Bishop of 
Lacon on the 28th of May, 1793; in the Encycii- 
cal of Pius.

A CHINESE IMPERIAL FUNERAL. 
Celestial Andie. 

The remains of the late Emperor of China, 
T’ung Chih, and the late Em press, have been con- 
veyed to their final resting-place at the Eastern 
Tombs,—a distance of about 240 li from Pekin.

This sum, the programme observes, will be de- 
voted to gradually bettering the maverial re- 
sources of the Principalixy, prominent among 
the suggested biessings being the improvement 
and extension of the harbors of Varus and 
Rustchuk, and the construction of a railway 
petween Sofia and the terminus of the Adrian- 
ovle live at Samokova. 
Prince will take the oath to the Constitution 
before the Assembly at Tiruova, and then pro- 
ceed to Sofia, his Capital. To spare sus- 
ceptibilities, there will only be one foreigner, 
an aide-de-camp, in the Prince’s retinue. 
The Russian civil administrators in his 
dominions will be gradually be replaced by na- 
tives, but in the army the chiefs of battalions 
and company commanders will continue to be 
Muscovites. The Prince’s tour among the 
European Courts is declared to have been un- 
dertaken first of all from a desire on the part of 
his Highness to thank those Powers who have 
helped to create the new Buaigaria, and then to 
expound very candidly and clearly to them his 
views on the difficult and responsible task in- 
trusted to him. Determined to abide by the 
treaty himself, the Prince will earnestly ask the 
Cabinets toexecute all their obligations in any way 
os Bulgaria. He will clearly state that it 
will be impossible for him to do his duty unless 
peace and order are preserved in Eastern Rou- 
melia, unless the organic statute elaborated by 
the Commission to that end is fully applied, 
and uaniess the Porte abandons its claim 
to garrison the Balkan frontier of the province 
80 as to make it more a line of defense than of 
attack from the south. His Highness, more- 
over, will ask the Powers to see to the granting 
of reforms in Macedonia, im accordance with 
Article 28 of the treaty, 80 as to prevent the 
outbreak of disturbances in territory adjacent 
to his, which would necessitate the marsbaling 
of Bulgarian troops op the frontier and prove 
ruinous to the national finances. The European 
Cabinets, concludes the programme, before 
whom the Prince will explain his views and urge 
bis claims, must know that they have to deal 
with a Sovereign who enjoys the friendship aud 
confidence of the Russian Emperor, and who 
may always rely on being aided and supported 
by the Russian Government. 


THP SINKING OF THE AVA. 

Catourra, June 1.—A sad accident attended 
by great loss of life happened in the Bay of 
Bengal about 2 0’clock in the morning of the 
24th ult. Tbe British India Steam Navigation 
Com pany’s steamer Ava, which had sailed from 
Calcutta for London on the previous evening, 
came into collision with an inward-bound sail- 
ing ship, the Brenhilda, and received such in- 
juries that she sank in fifteen minutes. No 
very full account of the collision has yet been 
published, but it would appear that the Ava. 
which was then in charge of the second officer, 
was trying to cross the Brenbilda’s bows, and 
was struck amidships and almost cut in two. 
There was a heavy «well all the time and no 
moon, but the night was clear and fine. 
The Aya carried five. boats, one of 
Which was unfortunately destroved 
in the collision, and another stove in while 
being launched. The rem three were got 
into the water, and nearly all the passengers 
and officers got in them to the Brenbilca, which 
bad immediately hove to, but had drifted such 
a distance that it took two hours to reach ber. 
Cant. Dickenson, commaader of the Ava, 
refused to leave his ship, and was last seen on 
the bridge just before she sank. Fifty-three 
persons were sayed in the boats and seventy 
lost, including the Captain, the surgeon, the 
purser, and the fourth engineer, one first-class 
passenger named Simpson, who was a tea- 
planter ix Cachar, three second-class passen- 
gers, and the majority of the deck passengers 
and crew. The Brenhilda was much damaged, 
but was able to conticae ber voyage to Ual- 
cutta, where she arrived on Monday with the 
survivors of the Ava. An inquiry into the ac- 
cident will open short'y. 


MISCELLANY. 

Pans. June 3.—At Poitiers, yesterday, Mar- 
celine Guigt, aged 26, was condemned to death 
for murdering her step-daughter, aged 38, by 
making ber swallow in her soup at different 
times sixteen pins, two needles, and a bit of 
wood four centimetres square,—the result being 
u perforation of the intestines. 

The Prefect of the Seine has submitted the 
Paris Budget for 1880 to the Municipal Council. 
The estimate of ordinary revenue amounts to 
228,115,579f., of ordinary expenditure to 226,- 
348,5291.; the surplus of 1,767,040f. forming a 
reserve for unforeseen expenses. The estimate 
of extraordinary revenue amounts to 4, 987,000F., 
and of extraordinary expenditure to 4,662,960f., 
leaving a surplus of revenue of 314,040f. 

At a sale ofa portion of the Firmin Didot 
library, a missal bequeathed to Queen Catherine, 
wife of Henry V. of England, by ber father, 
Charles VI., and afterwards the property of 
Henry VI., Henry VII., and Henry VIII., was 
bought by a Paris bookseller for 76,000f. A 
manuscript which belonged to Mary Queen of 
Scots fetched 10,000f. The five days’ sales real- 
ized 633,000f., and a fourth portion next May is 
expected to bring the total up to 5,000,000f. 

The Courrier & Italie gives an account of the 
case of nullity of marriage now awaiting the 
Pope’s decision. In 1869, it says, the daughter 
of the late Duke of Hamilton, then 19 years of 
age, was pressed by her guardian, Napoleon 
III., to marry the rown Prince of 
Monaco, in spite of her expressed 
dislike to him, the pressure was so great, 
ber mother joining in it, that she yielded. Three 
months after the marriage she left the Prince 
and fied to her mother, the son to whom she 
afterwards gave birth being claimed by ber hus- 
band. The Chureh of Rome has always held 
that conetraint or fear invalidates a marriage, 
and afew months ago both parties decided to 
obtain a decision on this ut.

„ Contagious- Disease Acts.“ 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Catcago, June 18.—Your paper has been 
justiy complaining; about the awful prevalence 
of prostitution, but your correspondents seem 
to be so foolish as: to thiak that if the Mayor 
would ciose the, ‘beer-gardens, Italian res- 
taurants, te., that would be an effectuai blow. 
This is all humbug, To treat and deal a deadly 
blow at this terrible vice is to adopt the English 
system of ‘ contagious-disease acts. which has 
been successfully tried, and produced mar- 
vellous results. To those namby-pamby ones 
who say this would be an infringement upon 
the liberty of the subject in compelling a med- 
ical examination, listen to what Mrs. Hoggan 
savs on that su bject : 

“It is agreed that the compulsion exerted 
here is the grievance, but it seems to be forgat- 
ten that the women in question are exercising.a 
lucrative trade, which, to respectable women, is 
répulsive bevond the power of words to express, 
but which, in the majority of cases, is not re- 
puisive to themselves. In as far as it is a trade 
which may soread disease, these carriers of dis- 
ease naturally fall within the jurisdiction of 
good government, just as persons carrying on 
offensive trades, such as chemical works, are 
likewise placed under control, and they have, 
therefore, no claim to escape control of a rea- 
sopabvle nature, and to injure with impunity the 
health of the community.“ 

As the Medica! and Surgicai Reporter wisely 
says: “ We cannot but refer with regret and 
shame to the lethargy or cowardice of the pro- 
fession of the United States“ in not unani- 
mously supporting such acts.

The Water Supply. 
To the Editor of Fhe Tribune. 

CIAO, June 18.—I did not understand your 
correspondent ‘* W. B. H.“ as claiming that the 
water used in commercial establishments was 
wasted, but as objecting to its estimate as part 
of the consumption of families in the city. The 
statement was made in Tue Tano a few 
days since that the supply furnished indicated 
the use or waste of water u the city to be some- 


thing over a bogsbead a day for each 
woman, and child in the city. Nothing was sai 
as to whether the entire amount of water 
pumped was thus estimated, or whether deduc- 
tion was made for the consumption by factories 
and manufacturing establishments generally, 
and of the water used for street-sprinkling, 
sewer-flushing, and the enormous use at fires. 
From such opportunities as 1 have for observa- 
tion, and they are not inconsiderable, as 
I speak from knowtedge of the gen- 
eral feeling among acquaintances who 
are householders, and as knowing something of 
the habits of quite a number of tenants of 
dwellings, I should say that there is little ground 
for such sweeping charges generally. The most 
considerable «exhibition of waste which I have 
noticed has come from down-town offices, where 
it is quite common guring the summer to keep 
the water ruoning all day during office hours. 
This is done to secure water as freeh and cool as 
possible for drinking purposes; but in most of 
the bomes of the city ice is kept in sufficient 
quantity to make this course unnecessary. I 
venture to say that a call avon correspondents to 
state anonymously the number of persons in 
the circle of their acquaintance who allow taps 
to run continuously would meet with a very 
teeble response, 80 far as private dwellings are 
concerned. 

I have not suggested that lawn-sprinkling be 
deducted, nor, indeed, ought street sprinkling, — 
these are both necessities and cannot be con- 
sidered as waste,—-but | would like some intell- 
igent statement as to the water consumption of 
the city. If the statement is to the effect that 
the works pump an average of a hogshead a day 
for each man, woman, and child of ‘Chicago, 
that amounts to dothing in view of the uses to 
which it is applied. An estimate as to what was 
consumed for domestic or personal use would 
be more pertinent. XXX.

JUDGE C. C. COLE. 


Charges upon Which the Towa State Bar 
Association Seeks to Secure His Disbar- 
ment.

In 
addition to the original charges that he slan- 
dered Judge Dillon and incited his clients to do 
likewise, and that be attempted to corrupt the 
Court by taking advantage of personal and 
long friendly relations, they have just filed new 
specifications, in which they charge that, when 
he was a Judge upon the Supreme Bench, he 
was offered and received a bribe for using his 
influence and vote to secure a decision of the 
Court favorable to the Sheriff of Polk County, 
Daniel M. Bringholf. Stripped of all verbiage, 
the charge is this:

Althongh it bas been 
publicly announced that M. Gambetta no longer 
bas apy active control in the management of 
the Republique Hrunca 36, there is no reason to 
doubt, since the appearance of the Waddington 
circular, that the article waa put forth as au in- 
timation of the vigorous policy that had been 
decided upon by the French Ca t. 

The newspapers afticies in question declare 
that the present feeling of ‘France toward 
Engiand is that of mistrust. The Republic 
cannot understand what reason England could 
assign for double dealing with her. Their iv- 
terests do not clash in any way. England is re- 
minded how France acquiescediu her occupe- 
tion of Cyprus. In Greece, Syria, and Egypt, 
their policy being identical, France eounted 
upon the support of England, but, itis assert- 
ed, reckoned wrongly. Many monte have 
passed since the Berlin Treaty was signed, 
but nothing has been done for Greece by 
England and obstacles have been interposed by 
the Porte. Her Majesty’s Ministers, it is con- 
tended, shut themselves up “in a disdainful 
and irritating abstention.” A very serious 
charge is made regarding the late Egyptian 
crisis. Her part there is characterized as most 
singular.“ All Europe now knows that the 
British Consul-General was one of the most 
active agents of the intrigue that upset the 
Egyptian Cabinet, in 1 French Minister 
sat 5 the side of an English Minister. ‘The 
double game bas been ex . While the loss 
in self-respect is chiefly England's, France 
shares in the humiliation. She has been placed 
in a position most distasteful to her ike and 
she will tolerate it no ionger. The most severe 
part of the rebuke is found in the closing pas- 
sages. “Our neighbors ought not to forget 
that they have. not friends enough to indulge 
with impunity in the sacrifice of one.” In con- 
clusion, England must not any longer trade on 
the assumption that others shall refrain from 
doing anything in the East simply because she is 
impotent to do anything herself. 

This is certainly stroog language, and when 
one reads the circular of M. Waddington in 
connection with the evidence of the political 
undercurrent contained in the Paris newspapers 
it is seen that France has taken a new departure.
